That is partly because, in a sense, the French 
language is an incompa.ably witty instru- 
ment, just as the ‘cello is, in a Sense, an 
jncompurably sentimental instrument. Lan- 
‘guages, like persons, have their special 
temperaments and aptitudes, and each 
great language has some special touch of 
genius in it—a power to go much farther 
than any other in the expression of some
